SIXTEEN DROWNED.

Terrible Effects of the Storm onl

Lake Michigan,
MANY VESSELS TOTALLY WREOEED

Eight Dashed fo Pleces Within the Cliy
Limite of Chloage and Ons Hunk OF
Milwasnhes—Sohooners Myrtls and Com-
mings Eash Loss Hix «f Their Orew.

Curcann, May 19—The strom which
yesterday swopt Lake Michigan wos the
most dlsustrous of recent years. Elght
vesusls were driven aahore within the eity
limits of Chlongo. Out of their craws ten
men nre known to be drowned, and o
wvery lnntance boat aud eargo are uttsrly
font

One sechooner, the Myrtle, was wrecked
fust ontalde the government pler, within
a half mille of Miohlehn bhonlevard, and
wlx of her crew went down to death in
plain vikw of bundreds of people. The
wreoks extepd from Glencos, on the
porthwest, where the Linooln Dall went
to plesed, 1o South Chicago, a distance of
forty miles. Mollowing ix the list of the
wrecks ns nenr ws now Known

Bahoponer Lineoln Dall, 19 tons, driven

Omne of the most exciting features of the
atorm was the imprisonment of twenty-
sevell men who were working ig the water
works erid off Lake View, one mile from
the shivre. Their only shelter wis a thn-
her tower orscted on the erib, and until
thiat wis wished away the men were not
balieved to be o any danger, It was &
close queation for them, however. After
vhat time, i e water went over the erib
sain and sacaln in blinding sheuts erowdn
of people lined the shore, anxivisly watoh-
Log the erib, from which & distress signsl
finttered. The contractors made frantic
efforts to get the men awny, and offered
the tug companies any amount of money

to make the rescue, but the tug men sald it
would be aseless to make the elfort, The
men were reseued this morniug, sfier a
night of terror.

THE LOSS OF THE CUMMINGS

Five Men aod 8 Woman Drowned, De-
apite the Efforts of Life Savers.

MiLwavRge, May 19.—A fierce gale
from the northward raged on Lake Mich-
fgan yesterday, aml o tremendons ses {8
sweeplng into the bay. The schooner M
J. Cummings entered the bay st abont B
o'rlook and dropped her snchors off Mich.
lgan sveoue, but they fuiled to hold, and
the vesnel drifted southward and shore
ward notil she reached the breakers, when
sho evidently filled through her eabin and
forecnstle, and want down in twenty foot
of water.

The crow took to the rigging, but peo-
ple on shore say they saw two man swept
over the stern of the sehooner when she
went down, The life saving erew went
out luto the Iske and drifted down to the
wreck of the Cummings, but at the crit-
leal moment when the men might
have boen rebeed s bhuoge wave swept
alunig and enrried the lHfeboat, with its
brave erew, townrds Hay View, wher
thoy were swupt into the breakers. The
life saving crew managed to reach shore
safely wt Bay View. They returued tothe
station Immediately and made another
effort to reseve the orew of the Cummings

Five men and o womau perisheld o the
wreok of the Cummings before the life
saviog erew reached the wreok. Oue of
the crew and a life saver were resoned.
The men who perished full from thelr
perchies in the orosstress to the water aod
sank out of sight. The body of the woman
s wtill laahed to the rigeing

Six thouanad people Hned the plers and
shores of Jones Island and the muln land
whea the tug Knight Tampinr towed a
scow bearing the life savers left the pler
to make the rescus of the crew.

When the surf boat was within fifty
yards of the wreck & human figure that
had been clinging w the rigging of the
mizsgenmaut was ssen to throw ap ita
bands aod fall backward Into the bolling
waves, belng Instautly lost to sight A
short tiine before nuother of Lhose eling-
ing to the ropes had also let g his hold
and perlalind. A groan went up from the
crowd as sach body was lost to sight, and
then all eyes centersd on the surf boat ne
it dropped back beside the wunkes veasol
Two Nguren ilowly desgended the shronds
of the mwizzenmast and elung to the lines
but u few fest above the waves

Five minutes passsd ns sttempt after
attempt wan imnde by the life kavers to
wswing the Hfeboat near the waiting men,
Uee fgnre was aoen to leap from the rig-
giog sud land in the bont, Two minutes
later &« man sprang far ont. Slowly the
long line that hiolds the surfbont was paid
out and two resened moen were permittad
to drift toward the shore—ons mamant
lost to sight In the foaming brsakers und
mgnin alive and sure of resctie as the boat
pose on the top of some mighvy blllow,

Along the besch at the foot of Jonea
Inlindd 4 crowd rin to meet the rescned
wen, and willing hands werd strétched
out to them, aud they were dragged to »
place of sulety
